Sheep grow to an unusual size in 
or near the prairies of this cotintry; possessing better health and yield- 
inga gréater fleece, than in any. ather western States The growing 
of wool may be much improved by the culture of blue grass and timo- 
iby, ace are, by nature, pre-disposed to be feverish, -which is ine 
ceased by being wintered on dry food. They may be'entirely re- 
ieved (rom this disposition, by grazing them on blue grass and feeding 
them on timothy hay. ‘When badly kept through the winter, they be- 
me feverish, the skin dry; consequently, the wool looses its soft and.

Examination of Elias Barcroft, subpoenaed to give testimony before 
the committee on the judiciary of the Senate. 

Chairman ef Commitiee.—-What do you know in relation tothe Hon, 
David Todd judge of the first judicial district having drawn two drafts 
for the same quarter's salary, in the name of two different persons? 

Answer.——lt was same time previous to the 31st of March last, Judge 
Tompkins called upon me and presented a draft drawn by Judge 
Todd, in favor of Nicholas S. Burckbartt for the Ist quarter of the 
year 1828, ending on the 3istof March last. Shortly after Mr, Wells 
also applied with a draft, drawn by Judge Todd for the same quarter's 

salary. I told Mr. Wells I believed there had been adraft already 
presented for the same quarter’s salary.

priate the public funds, for any purpose whatever, as is¢laimed by some 
politicians, then this committee enter their solemn protest against such 
an exercise of power, and unhesitatingly pronounce it to be a politi 
cal heresy, deserving the severest seprobation. | 

if this latitudinous doctrine be true, then our pretending fe havea 
written constitution isa mere motkery; and much more strange is it, 

that ours should be considered’ a limited form of government. This 
committee can not suppose, however, that the exercise of the powerin 
question is based upon such a grouad. While indulging in conjucture 
as to the clause of the constitution upon whick the advocates of this 
measure rely, the committee have supposed it possible, that as the first 
clause of the eighth section of the first article of the constitution, js 
considered as affording power to effect the purposes of‘ every latitudi- 
narian, when he can find no other clause upon whith to rest himself, 
that this is the part of the constitation now resorted to. Thissection 
provides: “That Congress shall have powef, first, to levy and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts and excises; to pay the debts and provide for the 
common defence and general welfare of the United States; but alJ dv- 
ties, impostsand excises shali be uniformthroughout the United States” 

Now, if the words ‘general welfare, afford the power in question, 
then it affords power to do any act which, in the opinion of a majority 
of Congress, would promote the general welfare. And if this doctrine 
be correct, then all the other parts of the constitution, which declare 
fhe power that Congress shall possess, are worse than useless. Ji 
there be any room for construction, as to this clause, we cannot sup 
pose that these words were intended to mean more, than to give Cor 
cress ful and complete power over the subjectsin that clause menr 
Hioned. itseems to the committee, that no .other donstruction can be 
ceiver. to the words in question, without giving to Congress almost ut 
immmted power. ; 

Your commitice entirely concur in thé report made to the Legide 
ture of Georgia, where itis said “that if the quéstion of power is 
to be determined by construction, it is manifest on the face of the cor 
stitut os itself, that the Convention intended to prohibit Congress from 
Hie exercise of such power.” For if the view before taken does not 
prove this position to be correct, that portion of the constitution which 
apportions representation and taxation, and distinctly recognizes the 
rig .t of property in that description of population upon which the ex 
arog of this power is intended to operate, a that no pow 
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er was given to Congress to interfere with this species of property. Ft 
js vdry far' from the wish of this committee to attempt to restrict, in 
any manner, the efforts df individuals in support of that society; it ie 
tone interference of government to which they object. They seri- 
ously apprehend, that if this step be taken the next proposition will. 
be, that government shall take the Colony under its protection; and 
den it willbe urged that Congress should appropriate money for the 
purpose of purchasing slaves, liberating and transporting them to that 
Coldny.
